Day on Battlefield. Impressive 
Religious Service. 


<)n historic Oak 
Ridge Governor 
Frank B. Week* and staff with the 
Governor * Foot Guard and band stop­ 
ped Sunday morning to hold divine 
services l»efore touring the battlefield. 
An add re** was made by the 
Rev. 
Harry Meserve, of Danbury, 
Con­ 
necticut, and the men, 
almost two 
hundred strong, 
joined 
in singing 
“ America,’’ 
“ Onward 
Christian 
Soldiers, ’’ and “ Nearer My God to 
Thee. ’* the U nd playing the accom­ 
paniment. 
The service was one of 
the most impressive ever held on the 
battlefield. 
The visit of the Governor of Con­ 
necticut and his party to Gettysburg 
was a notable occasion. 
Arriving in 
a train of F’ullmans Munday morning 
they marched to the Eagle Hotel head­ 
ed by their band playing an inspiring 
march. 


Their tour of the field was preceded 
by religious worship as noted. Captain 
Ding d eliv ers lecture* on the battle 
at Round Top, Oak Ridge and the High 
Water Murk. 
In the afternoon the 
band played several time* in front of 
the botel urn! in the evening aa the 
party mac bed to the station delighted 
several hundred local people again. 
Just as the train pulled up to the 
station to take the Connecticut men to 
Richmond the band rendered “ Auld 
Lung Syne’’ and their visit to Gettys­ 
burg wa* at an end. 
The Second Company Governor’s

Our 
only regret was that we couldn’t send 
his partner. Williams, with him. 
But 
Williams had given us the slip, and, 
though we sought for him everywhere, 
we couldn’t find him. 
You see, we 
had evidence connecting him with 
Darby that we had never had before, 
and. having the deadwood on one of 
them. we would have no difficulty of 
convicting the other. 
The Judge virtually gave the jury In­ 
structions to convict Darby, and some 
of us expected they would do it with­ 
out leaving their seats. 
The foreman

At midnight he sent In 
again to ask what was tin* prospect of 
a verdict, and they assured film licit 
owing to the o b s t i n a c y o f one man 
there was na hope of a verdict except 
for an acquittal. 
Ile soul back an 
order to settle the matter one way or 
t Im* other. 
Then they filed In and 
brought in a verdict o f acquittal. 
And who was the obstinate Juryman? 
Ile was Mr 
Worthington, the man 
who had come iii at (lie last moment 
and wns in a hurry to attend u funeral. 
Ami who was Worthington? Ile turtle I 
out to be none other than that alife 
pery scoundrel WH I la ms in disguise.

Chicago, May 9.—Democratic Rep 
resentative Michael S. Link, indicted 
on a charge of perjury in connection 
with the Lorimer bribery charges, con­ 
fessed to the grand jury. 
This an­ 
nouncement was made in court by 
State’s Attorney Wayman in request­ 
ing that the indictment against Link 
be quashed. 
The court took the re­ 
quest under consideration. 
Three Democratic state representa­ 
tives were indicted in connection with 
charges that $1000 each waa paid for 
votes to secure the election of William 
Ixjrimer as United States senator, and 
that a “Jackpot" consisting 
of 
the 
profits of odd Jobs of legislating, was 
"split up” at St. Louis, the average 
sum accruing to those participating 
being about $000 each. 


Three Indicted. 
Then men indicted were: 
Representative Lee O’Neill Browne, 
Ottawa, 111., minority leader, charged 
with distributing the bribes in behalf 
of the Lorimor forces. 
Representative Robert E. Wilson, of 
Chicago, charged with perjury in de 
nying that he paid $900 each to Rep 
resrnfatlvcs Charles A. White and H. 
J. C. Beckemyer. 
Representative Robert E. Wilson, of 
Mitchell, UL, charged with perjury in 
testifying 
that he was 
not at the 
Southern hotel in St. Ixiuis when the 
“jaekpot" was distributed. 
Link's confession is the third so far 
secured by the prosecution. 
The first 
was 
Representative 
White, 
whose 
story resulted in the calling of the In 
qulsitorlal body. This was followed by 
that 
of 
Representative 
Beckemyer 
who Is a member of one of the most 
prominent families In his section of 
the state. 
The fact that 
neither White nor 
Beckemyer had been indicted and the 
annulling of the Indictment 
a g a i n s t 
T.lnk suggest that the sta te ’s attor 
ney Is witting to furnish a number of 
“immunity baths" to make certain of 
the conviction of those he deems the 
more culpable. 
The evidence so far obtained by the 
grand jury opens up interesting pos 
nihilities. Including an Investigation 
of Ixtrlmer’s election to the United 
States senate, and a similar invest! 
gatfon by the state legislature, which 
would he called upon also to look into 
details of the alleged St. I*ouis “jack- 
l>ot.“ 
Seen at his office, Senator Lorimef 
wa Basked lf he had anything to say 
concerning the action of the grand 
Jury.

Pittsburg, Pa., May 9.—Helen Boyle, 
the most beautiful prisoner ever in­ 
carcerated in the western penitentiary, 
kidnapper of “Billy” Whitla, of Sha­ 
ron, and who was sentenced to serve 
twenty-five 
years in the big stone 
prison, may be released shortly be­ 
cause the attorneys for the state are 
unable to Judiciously tight her applica­ 
tion for a new trial. 
Shortly after the incarceration of 
Mrs. Boyle, Attorney Stephen G. Por­ 
ter. of Pittsburg, filed a notice of ap­ 
peal to the superior court. 
He con­ 
tended that the trial judge had erred 
in allowing the case to go to a jury, 
saying that it had not been proven 
that any crime had been committed In 
Pennsylvania and therefore the Mercer 
county court had no Jurisdiction. 
In the answer opposing the appli­ 
cation for a new trial the state’s at­ 
torney acknow ledge that the evidence 
falls to show that Mrs. Boyle commit­ 
ted any crime in Pennsylvania. This 
Is the only point at issue, and attor­ 
neys for both sides acknowledge that 
under the circumstances the fair wo­ 
man, who has acted as a “ prison an­ 
gel” for the convicts since her incar­ 
ceration. must be released almost im­ 
mediately.

Stockholm. May 9.—Sunday was a 
dull and quiet day for the Roosevelt 
party, in fact the only day of his tour 
which might be called actually depres­ 
sing. 
Not only was Roosevelt himself 
obviously tired and not too well, but 
the death of King Edward hangs like 
a pall over the palace in which Roose­ 
velt is a guest. 
Dr. Hagener examined Mr. Roose­ 
velt's throat and found it strained and 
with 
a 
tendency to bronchitis, the 
bronchial tubes being somewhat af­ 
fected. 
Roosevelt was told that he 1 
must reef as much as possible. He is j 
bright and game, but has a pretty bad 
cough, though at present there is noth 
lug to justify a scare. 
The doctor naturally recognizes the 
danger from the cold, keen ether here 
in a case of bronchial affection and 
has warned Mr. Roosevelt to be care­ 
ful and if possible not to go out. 
Roosevelt later had a quiet time at 
the palace with the crown prince and 
crown princess, giving up the sched­ 
uled drive in procession around Stock­ 
holm and the park. 
Roosevelt left for Berlin this morn­ 
ing.

I. therefore, 
propose thai we express our profound 
sympathy for the people of the British 
empire, our regret and regard for the 
king who is dead and our good wishes 
for the king who is about to take his 
place upon the throne of Great Brl 
lain tty rising and drinking in allene" i 1 
a toast to the British people in their 1 
hour of sorrow and trouble.”

London, May 9.—The tomb of Ed 
ward VII. will be beneath the Albert 
Memorial chapel at Windsor, where 
the body of his eldest son, the Duke 
of Clarence, has a sepulchre. The ob­ 
sequies probably will be held on May 
20. Before the funeral it has practi­ 
cally been decided that the body of 
the king will lie in state in Westmin­ 
ster hall, under the house of parlia­ 
ment, which was the last scene of a 
similar ceremony, when for two days 
aud nights a constant stream of citi­ 
zens filed {Mist the coffin of the great 
Commoner Gladstone.

General Booth sent a mes­ 
sage that the Salvation Army wtshc-d 
to show honor to Edward VII. by hold 
ing a service before the palace, and 
Alexandra gave permission

Were it possible to water it It) such 
dry times 
The merits of such an irri 
gallon system, out of place as it may 
seem iu a humid section, are worth 
kinking into. 


My experience in raising the so 
calleil skiiuinilk calf may lie of benefit 


t o others, s a y s .iii expert on dairy mat­ 
ters. 
Allow the calf to suckle its 
mother until the milk is good, or at 
least a week. This gives the calf a 


g o o d start. 
Don't make the mistake of taking 
the calf out of the cow s sight, but al­ 
low it to bi* near lier. so she can see it 
and lick it. This not only satisfies the 


row. so that she will give you lier full 
amount of milk, but assists the calf In 
his growth. It not convenient to put it 
S.. Close let it at least be where she 
eau see it. 
Now obtain a common quart beer 
bottle. 
Don’t put oil a nipple, but 
place the neck of the bottle Iii the 
c a l f s mouth, holding Hie bottle about 
as high as the cows udder. 
This 
throws his head and neck more In the 
natural position and enables bim to 
obtain his rations very much as he 
w a s intended to do. thereby assisting 
digestion. 
Tip the bottle a little at a 
time, so as not to strangle bim. 
In a 
little while la* will learn to regulate 
this himself. Ile usually learns to suck 
very well the second time. 
Rub him genfty down tile back while 
he is sucking. This keeps ids blood 
circulating aud makes him grow. Use 
Ids own mother’s milk until lie Is past 
three months old. as it Is his own age 
and grows older as he does, while older 
or younger milk might make him sick. 
(live eight bottles a day three in the 
morning, two at noon and three at 
night. Allow one of these bottles in 
the morning and one at night to be 
whole milk until he is six weeks old. 
Some might say: -That is too expen­ 
sive. Hive him all sklmmilk." This is 
not true, lf your cow does not give 
enough to allow the calf two quarts u 
day of whole milk and still give you a 
good profit better turn cow and calf 
together and let them go. Your cow Is 
not worth keeping. 
Run the milk through the separator 
as soon after milking as is invisible, so 
as to ullow him to have as much of the 
animal 
heat 
as 
can 
be 
obtained 
through sklmmilk. lf you attempt to 
warm the milk at all do so by placing 
it iii a double ladler, but never make 
the mistake of setting the pan of milk 
on a bot stove, as in this way you can 
not Keep from scorching some parts of 
the 
milk, and 
soon 
you 
have 
a 
"seoury” en lf and don’t know what 
caused It. I have made it a rule to 
take Hie milk immediately from the 
separator to the calf. Do not at any 
time give more or less than Hie eight 
Is it ties a day.

water, then with ladling waiter. This

As soon as the calf begins to eat 
give bim twice a day a pint of crushed 
corn and coli and a pint of ground I 
on is, increasing this slow ly until by t 
th** time he is three and a half mouths 
old he is eating a half gallon at a feed. 1 
In slimmer allow him the pasture M i l d , 
iii winter feed chiver hay aud corn I 
fodder with oat straw if it is cleat) aud 
bright. I have always raised a twtter i 
call in w inter, as dry feed agrees with J 
them tx*tier than gr»*en. (’bange the 
dry feed until lie has had some of each ’

When feeding for lest results and 
om|vedally for a cow weighing a thou 
sand pounds and yielding twenty-five 
pounds of f» per cent milk there are re 
quired approximately two pounds of 
digestible protein, thirteen pounds of 
carbohydrates and a little over a half 
a pound of fat.
